In the latter days of winter do you not feel 
restless, do you not feel a longing to come close to 
God, to let go the old, to put on the new, to bring 
more good into your life, to become in outer ex- 
pression the image and likeness of God that in 
your heart you believe yourself to be?

Are you holding no one in bondage? Think 
again. Are you sure you are not? Is there no one 
about whom you have thought: “He has to be 
watched. He will cheat me if I give him a chance.” 
This thought is a binding one. It there not some- 
one in the circle of your loved ones of whom you 
and others say: “He is not strong. He takes cold 
easily.” Or “He has a weak stomach; it gets upset 
very easily.” Perhaps you are limiting someone's 
freedom after all. Let these “oppressed” go free in 
your own mind at least and in your conversation. 
Think of all persons lovingly and considerately 
but not in such a way as to hold them in bondage, 
not even the loving bondage of your fears for their 
well-being. 

Do you ever tie yourself in nervous knots about 
a thing that will work out anyway? These self- 
imposed yokes can be broken just as easily as they 
were constructed, thought by thought. Set your- 
self free. God did not tie you in knots, and God 
does not hold you in bondage. God gives you 
freedom so that you can look with faith and opti- 
mism toward tomorrow. 









Your Lenten observance may well take the 
form of setting your “captives” free; of freeing 
yourself and other persons from your own fears, 
doubts, or prejudices, or whatever may be the 
states of mind that restrict and bind. 

“Is not this the fast that I have chosen... 
to deal thy bread to the hungry, and that thou 
bring the poor that are cast out to thy house? 
when thou seest the naked, that thou cover him?” 
There are certainly the hungry and the naked 
throughout the world. There are the hungry of 
mind and heart, those to whom a friendly word 
or a gesture of confidence and encouragement are 
meat and drink. You can feed this hunger no 
matter what your outer wealth. 

As for the hungry of body, there is probably no 
one reading these words who has not some portion 
of substance to share with them. Little or much, 
bless it and give it from your heart. God will give 
it multiplying power. “Bring the poor that are 
cast out to thy house. When thou seest the naked 
... cover him.” Receive into your mind and heart, 
where you truly live, the thought of those whose 
needs are many. Once you have them there you 
will shelter them with your faith and prayer, and 
outer actions will be dictated from your heart and 
spirit. 

To many your respect for them and confidence 
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in their ability to live successfully and usefully 
may be the very shelter they need against the 
coldness of a prejudiced world. It is not too much 
to do to help a person find himself. 

“Is not this the fast that I have chosen . . 
that thou hide not thyself from thine own flesh?” 
Often you may have hidden your finer and better 
self from those you love best. Does self-conscious- 
ness prevent your being your most loving, your 
most gracious, your most sincere self among your 
own dear ones? It may require real effort to break 
this bond of self-restraint and to be more gracious, 
more frank, more at ease in sharing the best you 
have in your heart with those you love; but it will 
make this Lent one to be remembered. Sincerity, 
confidence, kindliness will touch and release that 
which is fine and good in persons close to you. 
Both they and you will be uplifted by it. 

“Then shall thy light break forth as the morn- 
ing, and thy healing shall spring forth speedily; 
and thy righteousness shall go before thee; the 
glory of Jehovah shall be thy rearward. Then thou 
shalt call, and Jehovah will answer; thou shalt cry, 
and he will say, Here I am.” 

Outer discipline is good, but the deep, intimate 
discipline of the mind and heart will automatically 
lead to adjustment of much in the outer; for outer 
things really follow in the way that your thoughts 
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prepare for them. Make this Lent one of liberating 
others, of loving them, sharing with them, of re- 
joicing in the strength of the Lord, and of rec- 
ognizing His goodness throughout all creation. 
Do this and you shall surely see the “light break 
forth as the morning” and the healing of your sad- 
ness and heaviness of heart will “spring forth 
speedily.” Other healings will follow until you 
lose count of them. Your righteousness—the 
“right use” of all your powers and substance— 
will “go before’ you, leading you in a joyous and 
satisfying way of life. God’s own glory will show 
in your daily life, and you will know that your 
prayers are answered, because you yourself will 
have set in motion the forces that help to make 
it so. 

You can make this Lenten season the turning 
point in your life, the point at which you turned 
toward happier, friendlier, healthier, more pros- 
perous, more useful, and more truly noble living. 

Let us all keep Lent in such a way that it will 
be a lasting blessing to ourselves and all the 
world. This is the fast that the Father chose for 
His children long ago and the fast by which we 
can truly glorify Him today. In this manner the 
winter dreariness will be dispelled and the way 
opened to Easter and the beauty of resurrection 
throughout the earth.

eryday living. It provides me with a per- 
fect affirmation for every problem, it 
helps me keep my thoughts clear and true, it 
helps me look beyond appearances and see the 
good in every situation and every person. Each 
day's lesson is short, and I take time to impress the 
whole lesson deeply on my consciousness. Often 
{ repeat each sentence until I know it by heart. 
Then I go back to the first paragraph and repeat 
it until I know it by heart, then the next paragraph, 
and so on until I have memorized the whole page. 
Thus I am not only lifted up in spirit during my 
study period but as I go about my work I am able 
to think about the whole lesson. 

We need to learn to be still, to wait on God, 
and to listen for the inner voice to speak directly 
to us. I find that to repeat affirmations is the best 
preparation for this. “Take with you words, and 
return unto Jehovah.” 

It is indeed profitable to memorize and fill our 
consciousness with precious Bible promises, up- 
lifting affirmations of Truth to draw upon all

through the day or night, whenever we feel the 
need of them. This is my idea of unceasing prayer, 
and it is the best way I know to overcome negative 
thinking. 

I have recently started the practice of immedi- 
ately repeating an appropriate Dai_y Worp affir- 
mation whenever a negative thought of any kind 
comes into my mind. For example, when I say or 
am tempted to say, “I am so tired”—something I 
have often said to myself or to the Lord, though 
not often to anyone else—I repeat immediately 
this affirmation from Daity Worp: 

“I relax in the realization of the Christ strength 
within, and I am rested in mind and body.” 

Whenever worry about personal finances or 
thoughts of lack occur in my mind I affirm: 

“I acknowledge God as the source of my supply, 
and I keep my mind filled with thoughts of plenty. 
The Lord is my shepherd; all that the Father has 
is mine. 

Whenever there seems to be confusion in my 
affairs I repeat these words: 

“Divine order is now established in my mind, 
body, and affairs.” 

For all problems I hold to this thought: 

“Whatever the problem, whatever the need, di- 
vine love is the answer.” 

My most constant affirmations, affirmations for

these two statements:

One of the primary desires of all people is to be prosperous, 
The wonder is that so many do not seem to know how to 
gratify this desire, in spite of the fact that the way has been 
shown to them again and again—"‘Give, and it shall be given 
unto you,” “With what measure ye mete it shall be measured 
to you again.”
